Battle over 
school cash 
could cost 
council up 
to £200,000 

CHALLENGING a Government decision to 
axe funding for a revamp of secondary schools 
could leave Sandwell Council facing legal costs 
of up to £200,000. 

The council is one of six authorities seeking a judi¬ 
cial review to challenge the scrapping of the Building 
Schools for the Future scheme. 

A hearing started on Monday at the Royal Courts 
of Justice. 

Education Secretary Michael Gove abolished the 
scheme in July, cancelling projects at more than 700 
schools including nine schemes worth £138 million 
in Sandwell. 

If the legal bid is successful, a review will follow in 
the hope the Government’s decision to slash funding 
can be overturned. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said the battle had already cost around 
£30,000 and costs are set to soar if a full review is 
granted. 

Cllr Cooper said all criteria affecting the decision 
will have to be made public, which did not happen in 
the first place and was one of the main causes for 
concern. He said: “I believe that this is a massive 
injustice to the people of our borough and I think 
that it warrants us standing up and putting the pol¬ 
itics to one side and fighting for what we believe is 
what we are entitled to.”

Thousands spent on project that may not be built 

LIFESTYLE 
CENTRE IS 
FACING AXE 


ALMOST £400,000 of tax¬ 
payers’ cash has been spent 
on plans for a health and 
leisure centre in Oldbury - 
which could now be 
scrapped. 

A total of £390,000 was spent on cre¬ 
ating detailed designs and legal 
issues — including land covenants and 
planning applications - for the £15 
million Portway Lifestyle Centre. 

However, the future of the long-awaited 
project is now hanging in the balance after 
it was revealed the Government is “review¬ 
ing” its decision to fund it.

The centre, planned for Newbury Lane, is 
one of 17 projects nationally under threat 
and awaiting a decision by the Department 
of Health. 

Sandwell Council granted planning per¬ 
mission for the first phase of the scheme in 
2008, with work due to start in 2009. 

Hydrotherapy 

Under these plans the state-of-the-art 
health and fitness centre was set to include 
a GP surgery, along with gym studios, 
sports pitches and hydrotherapy baths, and 
would have opened this year. 

Councillor Steve Eling, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for strategic 
resources and deputy leader said: “We have 


invested £390,000 on items such as design, 
legal and planning on getting the Portway 
Lifestyle Centre to its current stage, which 
represents good value. 

“It is a pioneering centre, one of two in 
the country at such an advanced stage, 
which will provide integrated social care, 
health, sports and leisure services with a 
main focus on the full inclusion of people 
with disabilities into these activities.” 

He added: Gt is one of around 17 schemes 
which the Department for Health is review¬ 
ing and we are advised we should get an 
answer by the end of the month.” 

The Department of Health confirmed 
ministers were reviewing funding for the 
project, among others. 


£2.5m pub to 
create 60 jobs 


Venue boss is fined 
for dumping rubbish 


PUB giant Marston’s is set to open a £2.5 
million pub near Wednesbury, creating up to 
60 jobs. 

The new venue will be based near the Ikea store 
on the Gallagher Retail Park, next to junction nine 
of the M6. 

It comes as part of plans by Marston’s to invest 
£300m on new pubs across the region. 

It marks more good news for the Gallagher Retail 
Park, coming a day after it was revealed fashion 
shore Lipsy is to open up there. 

Restaurant 

Marston’s acquisition manager Tina Moorhouse 
said the company had agreed a fee for the site and 
was planning a new building to accommodate the 
pub. 

The scheme is to build one of Marston’s restau¬ 
rant-style Magnum pubs on a site near Park Lane 
and Axletree Way, with a trading area of 4,800sq ft. 

Marston’s is the parent company of the Wolver¬ 
hampton-based Banks’s brewery business and owns 
and operates 500 pubs across England and Wales. 

It announced in December its profits were £73.5m. 


THE owner of a Smeth¬ 
wick function hall has 
been told to pay more 
than £1,500 for dumping 
rubble from his car park 
on a canal embankment. 

Rameshwar Jassal had 
been resurfacing the car 
park of Night Inn. 

He had told two workers doing 
the work to throw the debris 
over the fence. 

At Warley Magistrates Court 
he admitted depositing waste 
illegally. 

Miss Jane Lineker, prosecut¬ 
ing, said a Sandwell Council 
officer spotted Jassal, aged 53, of 
York Road in Handsworth, on 
April 28. 

“The officer was driving down 
Great Arthur Street in Smeth¬ 
wick past the car park of the 
Night Inn when he saw two men 
throwing rubble over a fence and 


onto land owned by British 
Waterways,” she said. 

Miss Lineker said officers 
later interviewed Jassal, who 
said he was the joint owner of 
the function hall. 

He confirmed he employed the 
workers and had instructed 
them to throw the rubble over 
the fence. 

Representing himself, Jassal, 
who speaks Punjabi and com¬ 
municated through an inter¬ 
preter, said he accepted it was 
his fault but added he had now 
cleared the area. 

Magistrates called the crime 
“despicable”. 

Chairman of the bench Jane 
Rashid said: “You may have 
cleaned it up but that was only 
after you were caught. 

“If everyone did this, our coun¬ 
tryside would be a mess.” 

The defendant was ordered to 
pay a £935 fine, £705 costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge. 


Soaring cost of children 
in care hits coffers hard 


CHILDREN’S social 
care in the borough has 
left Sandwell Council 
facing a £5 million over¬ 
spend this year. 

The council’s finance 
chief blames the spiralling 
expense for the number of 
children being placed into 
care, describing the cost of 
provision by the council as 
“horrendous”. 

Councillor Steve Eling, 
cabinet member for strategic 
resources, is now demanding 
national regulations are 
brought in to limit the costs of 
care homes and to prevent 
councils from being “ripped 
off’. 

Report 

A report to the council says 
children’s social care is fore¬ 
casting an overspend of 
£5.67m on the original budget 
allocation of £62m. 


It says that in the present 
financial year £2.5m has been 
spent on placement costs for 
youngsters. 

A figure of £1.8m has gone 
on employees, £700,000 on 
legal fees, £300,000 on trans¬ 
port and £300,000 on imple¬ 
menting an Ofsted 
improvement plan after the 
department was criticised by 
the inspectors. 

Cllr Eling said: “There is an 
overspend because of the 
number of kids having to be 
put into care — it’s absolutely 
horrendous. 

“Sandwell is over a barrel 
but so are other councils and so 
are the Government, espe¬ 
cially at a time when budgets 
are being squeezed. 

“I think the Government has 
a duty to bring in some kind of 
national regulation to stop 
hard-pressed authorities from 
being ripped off.”

Hotel plan at former 
glassworks delayed 


PLANS to convert an historic 
Black Country factory into a 200- 
bed hotel have been put on ice. 

Anthony Copeland, co-owner of 
the former Chance Brothers glass- 
work in Smethwick, said he still 
plans to redevelop the iconic build¬ 
ing but confirmed the project is on 
hold until the economy improves. 

The seven-storey 19th century build¬ 
ing, which dominates the skyline next to 
the elevated M5, is Grade II Listed. 

Mr Copeland said that while redevel¬ 
opment plans have stalled, restoration 
work is continuing. 

A total of £160,000 has been invested 
over the past 12 months on restoring Vic¬ 
torian brickwork. 

He said: “The work that is being 
carried out at the moment is to restore 
Victorian arches over windows. These 
had been replaced with concrete, which is 
now being taken out and replaced. 


Transport show

“It is a slow and painstaking process, 
which is being carried out by a team of 
two stonemasons. 

“The building is also being cleaned and 
re-pointed.

Mr Copeland said he has not given up 
hope of re-developing the site as a hotel 
and was setting up talks with planners 
and highways bosses in advance of a 
planning application. 

Meetings 

He said: “The plan is still to create a 
hotel but the economic climate means we 
are not moving forward on that at the 
moment. 

“I am currently organising meetings 
with planners and highways officers to 
talk about the impact the development 
would have on traffic on Spon Lane. 

“The way things are at the moment a 
development of this kind would cause 
major congestion, so we are going to talk 
about what we could do to minimise this 
impact.” 

Chance Brothers glassworks in Palace 
Drive was established in 1824 and 
became world-famous, with 90 per cent 
of all reflective glass used for lighthouses 
in the world produced by the firm. 

The company also supplied glass to the 
Houses of Parliament and to the Great 
Exhibition of 1851 at Crystal Palace. 

The last of the Smethwick works 
closed in 1981, ending over 150 years of 
production at Smethwick. 


Addict jailed for the 
robbery of pensioner 


A DRUG addict who forced her 
way into the home of a “vulnerable” 
Smethwick pensioner and pushed 
him to the floor, before stealing £120 
from his wallet and scratching him, 
has been jailed for six years. 

The victim, aged 80, who was living in 
residential accommodation, managed to 
get his wallet back from his female 
attacker but Josephine Sam, aged 42, of 
Bearwood, “dug her nails in” and 
scratched his hands and face. 

Emergency 

The man was able to pull the emer¬ 
gency cord and a member of staff in the 
home challenged Sam and she left the 
scene. 


However, when the crime was later 
viewed on CCTV investigating police offi¬ 
cers were able to recognise Sam and she 
was quickly arrested. 

Recorder David Aucott at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court told Sam there 
was a “level of violence” in what was an 
“intense and frightening” incident for the 
pensioner, who fortunately had not suf¬ 
fered any serious injury. 

Sam of Hagley Road, Bearwood, admit¬ 
ted robbery and was “ashamed and dis¬ 
tressed by the harm she had caused to the 
pensioner,” said Mr Michael Anning 
defending. 

He told Wolverhampton Crown Court 
that Sam had a long term addiction to 
class A drugs and she needed money for 
her habit.

Town is 
plagued 
by vice 

ALMOST half of West Mid¬ 
lands’ recorded prostitution 
offences were in Bearwood in the 
last nine months. 

Neighbourhood Sergeant Paul 
Shannaghan gave figures on policing 
on the Bearwood Blog website. 

Tackling prostitution is a priority 
for the neighbourhood policing team 
with patrols stepped up, CCTV 
installed and arrests of curb crawlers 
and prostitutes. 

Sgt Shannaghan wrote: “Currently 
the Bearwood neighbourhood team 
has just under 40 per cent (42 
offences) of the entire West Midlands 
Police, prostitution offences recorded 
since April 2010. 

“When I came to the team in 20081 
knew that about 12 prostitutes were 
working in Bearwood. 

“Currently we have only about two 
or three prostitutes working in Bear¬ 
wood.” 

He said two prostitutes got crimi¬ 
nal anti-social behaviour orders 
(crasbos) over the last six months and 
there are a further two prostitutes 
one offence away from a Crasbo. 

Cautions 

“Street prostitution is very labour 
intensive with officers working 
mainly half nights in plain clothes to 
combat this type of offence, thus stop¬ 
ping officers being visible in Bear¬ 
wood for other problems and issues 
during the day and afternoon.” 

In October police tackled the area 
in and around Sandon Road, Poplar 
Avenue and Drayton Road. Over a 
month there were 23 prostitution- 
related cautions and arrests. 

New children’s 
boss at council 

A NEW children’s boss has 
been appointed to Sandwell 
Council’s failing children’s social 
care department. 

Helen Smith will be new service 
director for children and families 
from May. 

Interim chief executive Jan Britton 
said in his online blog: “Helen cur¬ 
rently works as an assistant director 
in Cumbria, where she led the social 
care and special educational needs 
services for over fours years. 

“This is an excellent appointment 
and Helen is coming to Sandwell 
because she is attracted by the vision 
and commitment to improve the 
service we provide for our most vul¬ 
nerable children and families. 

Suitable 

“She will join the council in May 
2011 and this will mark the first time 
in Sandwell for five years that there 
has been a management team of per¬ 
manent employees leading children’s 
social care.” 

This month, Sandwell’s children’s 
services were rated “poor” overall by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

Last year council bosses drafted in 
agency workers, costing the taxpayer 
more than £2 million in one year. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper, said: “For the first 
time in a long time in children’s serv¬ 
ices we have a suitable management 
structure. The only way is up.”

Shabeer Qureshi, defend¬ 
ing, said his client was paying the full 
amount back. 

She was given a 26-week jail sen¬ 
tence, suspended for two years, made 
subject of a supervision order and 
ordered to pay £300 costs. 


Pensioner suffers bag snatch, broken hip, burglary and husband going into care

of misery for an OAP

A ROBBER has been jailed 
for four years after snatching 
a West Bromwich pensioner’s 
handbag causing her to fall 
and break her hip. 

The victim was visiting her 
husband in hospital when the 
attack happened. 

She was six days from her 80th 
birthday when Amardeep Singh 
struck as she got off a bus near 
Sandwell Hospital where her 
husband was following a stroke, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
on Friday. 

She fractured her right hip when 
flung to the ground as the handbag 
was snatched. 

She suffered further misery when 
her West Bromwich home was 
burgled in an unrelated incident 
while she was being treated for jer 
injury, said prosecutor Mr Howard 
Searle. 

The injury left the woman requir¬ 


ing the assistance of a walking frame 
and unable to look after her husband 
who was placed in a care home. 

The victim revealed some of the 
suffering caused by the June 30 
robbery in All Saints Way, West 
Bromwich, in a statement referred to 
in court. 

She disclosed: “I had intended to 
look after my husband at home. Now 
he has to stay in a care home.” 

Singh escaped with nothing. The 
29-year-old was arrested the follow¬ 
ing day. 

Heroin 

Mr Jas Mann, defending, said: “He 
is a heroin user who was living on his 
wits trying to fund the addiction. He 
is filled with remorse.” 

Singh from Beeches Road, West 
Bromwich admitted robbery and was 
jailed by Judge John Warner who told 
him: “I accept that you did not intend 
the elderly lady to suffer like this but 
it had to be an obvious risk.”

THERE have been some fishy goings-on at a West Bromwich chip shop 
where a new option has appeared on the menu. Chapman Chippy, on 
Whitehall Road, has started selling mackerel after being inspired by 
Channel 4’s Fish Fight campaign to encourage the public to eat a wider 
range of fish. Owner Hermes Kasbezis said: “People have been surprised 
we sell it and some are very eager to try it.”

Respite home faces 
closure to save cash 


A MODEL racing car enthu¬ 
siast who burgled a rival’s 
home to steal special equip¬ 
ment he wanted to make his 
own vehicles go faster has 
been jailed for three years. 

Mark Lake raided the house in 
Dudley after reaching through a cat 
flap in the back door to grab the key 
and snatched property, including the 
keys to a powerful Subaru car. 

Crashed 

In the boot were remote control 
systems that Lake wanted to use for 
his own model cars but as he drove 
away in the Subaru he crashed into a 
parked car, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The 30-year-old, of Westbourne 
Road, West Bromwich, had denied 
burglary, theft and aggravated 


vehicle taking but was convicted at 
trial. 

The court heard he had a long crim¬ 
inal record, including six convictions 
for burglary, four for aggravated bur¬ 
glary, possessing a sawn-off shotgun 
and wounding. 

Recorder David Reading said on 
Friday: “One shudders to think what 
would have happened if the occupiers 
had woken up.” 

He said he was satisfied Lake had 
targeted the home of a fellow 
amateur in Sheriff Drive, Quarry 
Bank, because of their shared 
passion for remote controlled cars. 

“You would probably have been 
successful if it had not been for the 
collision with the parked car. What 
you did caused an enormous amount 
of distress for this family.” 

Lake was also disqualified from 
driving for a year. 


A HOME offering respite care 
is set to be axed by Sandwell 
Council in a bid to save money. 

Council-run Warstone House in 
West Bromwich is facing closure due 
to “high running costs” faced by the 
authority. The council is trying to save 
£75 million over the next four years. 

The home, in Salters Lane, pro¬ 
vides respite care for people with 
learning difficulties, to give unpaid 
carers, often family members, a 
break. Council figures show that 70 
people with learning disabilities use 
the facility and there are 31 staff. 

Councillor Linda Horton, Sandwell 
Council cabinet member for adult 
social care, confirmed the council is 
consulting on plans to close the facil¬ 
ity. She said: “Running costs at War- 
stone House are very high. We’re 
trying to provide as personalised a 
service as possible to a large number 


of individuals on a short-term basis. 
We often have to pay for agency staff 
to support this. It is difficult to justify 
continuing to spend money in this 
way.” 

Under council’s plans, families 
would get direct payments, to organ¬ 
ise their own respite care or breaks. 

Users said they are appalled at the 
plans to axe the service. Rose Rat- 
cliffe,aged 71, of Grove Vale Avenue, 
Great Barr uses Warstone House to 
provide care for her disabled son Ian, 
48, who is blind and uses a wheel¬ 
chair. 

She said: “For the last 48 years I 
have had to feed him, bathe him, 
dress him, do everything. I don’t want 
him to go into a home because I love 
him and I want to do it. But there are 
some times when I need a break. This 
is the only thing that people like me 
have and now the council wants to 
close it down.” 



Court 

battle 

begins 

A COURT bid to overturn a 
Government decision to axe 
Sandwell’s secondary school 
modernisation programme 
began on Monday and is due to 
last three to five days. 

Sandwell Council is one of six 
authorities seeking a judicial review 
at the Royal Courts of Justice in 
London to challenge the decision to 
axe Building Schools for the Future 
funding. If the court bid is successful, 
a review will follow in the hope that 
the decision to slash funding for 
schools could be overturned. 

Sandwell Council Leader Darren 
Cooper said: “We have not taken this 
action lightly and it will not be cheap, 
but how can you weigh that against 
the future of our youngsters and their 
future careers? We understand aus¬ 
terity and we understand the need 
for cuts, but why is the Government 
picking on Sandwell? 

“This decision is absolutely vital to 
the future of thousands of young 
people in Sandwell and their chances 
in life after they leave school.” 

Nine schools in Sandwell lost out 
on £138 million in funding following 
the Government’s announcement in 
July. They include Bristnall Hall, 
Heathfield, Manor and Menzies, The 
Meadows, Perryfields, Stuart 
Bathurst, Tividale and Wood Green. 

Sandwell Council will be joined by 
Luton, Nottingham, Newham, 
Waltham Forest and Kent County 
Council in seeking the review. 


Say Hello 
to campaign 
on speech 

THIS month sees the launch of the 
National Year of Speech, Language 
and Communication — a campaign to 
increase understanding of how impor¬ 
tant it is for children and young people 
to develop good communication skills. 

Dubbed as the ‘Hello’ movement, it 
aims to make communication for all 
children and young people a priority 
so that they can live life to the full. 

Barriers 

Flis Parsons, Senior Joint Commis¬ 
sioning Manager from Sandwell Chil¬ 
dren and Young People’s Trust said: 
“When screened 40 per cent of chil¬ 
dren in Sandwell showed that they 
were at risk of having speech and lan¬ 
guage difficulties when they start 
school. 

“Communication barriers can some¬ 
times be invisible to others, meaning 
that a child’s needs are often misinter¬ 
preted, misdiagnosed or missed alto¬ 
gether. 

“We don’t want to see that happen in 
Sandwell and we’re using the Hello 
campaign to start making a difference 
now.” 

In Sandwell the Hello campaign 
will be run by the Children and Young 
People’s Trust (both Sandwell 
Primary Care Trust and Sandwell 
Council) with monthly themes and 
activities running throughout 2011.

Government rethink 
halts revamp of flats 
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WORK on a £9.2 million 
project to revamp 11 formerly 
condemned tower blocks in a 
bid to tackle soaring demand 
for housing in Sandwell has 
been put on hold. 

The scheme involved creating 
flats in basements of the blocks 
and modernising homes, to get 
people off the 8,000-strong 
waiting list. 

But the revamp has stalled at flats 
including Kynaston House and 
Heronville House in West Bromwich, 
Nelson House in Princes End, and 
Paget House and Wyrley House in 
Sedgley Road East, in Tipton. 

The £3m refurbishment of Russell 
House in Wednesbury has already 
ground to a halt. 

Residents have set up a petition 
asking Sandwell Council to prioritise 
the completion of works. 

Funding for the project from the 
Government’s Decent Homes scheme 
has been put on hold until at least Feb¬ 
ruary. The Government is considering 
scrapping the scheme, although 
housing chief Councillor Simon 
Hackett said the authority was com¬ 
mitted to seeing it through. 


Sandwell Council has received 
£291m of the £319m it was expecting 
as part of the programme. This has 
allowed it to bring up housing stock 
classed as “decent” up to 91 per cent. 

The council was expecting to receive 
£28m to finish the work. 

Councillor Hackett said the council 
had made a bid for the money. 

Funding 

He said: “Although the Government 
had indicated that authorities with 
less than 10 per cent non-decent 
housing stock would not be eligible to 
bid for backlog funding, we have suc¬ 
cessfully argued that we should be per¬ 
mitted to bid. The outcome of our bid is 
anticipated in February.” 

Refits have already been done at 
Greenford House, Kenrick House, 
Mountford House, Wyndmill Crescent 
and Beaconview Road tower blocks in 
West Bromwich. 

The blocks had been earmarked for 
demolition. But the refurbishments 
which included modernising windows, 
drainage and fittings, have given the 
blocks an extra 10 years of life. 

Rent from the 10 new flats in 
disused basements which have now 
been put on hold, was expected to 
bring in £726,000 a year. 


Am-drams lose their home 
after 18 years at school hall

Academy 
praised for 
improving 

AN ACADEMY school in Sandwell that was 
branded inadequate by Ofsted inspectors has 
turned its fortunes around. 

Shireland Collegiate Academy was placed in 
special measures last year after the behaviour of 
pupils, exam results and teaching were criticised. 
But its latest appraisal has prompted the principal 
to talk of “a massive boost.” 

The new Ofsted report has given the Smethwick 
school an overall effectiveness rating of “outstand¬ 
ing” and Shireland was praised for “a remarkably 
rapid turnaround.” 

“It’s rather impressive,” said principal Sir Mark 
Grundy. “There were issues in 2009 and unfortu¬ 
nately we did go into special measures. I never felt 
that was a fair decision but it happened and we had 
to deal with it. 

“But the staff and pupils have worked incredibly 
hard. It is a massive boost.” 

The academy had been put into special measures 
last year. 

Action 

The school took action with executive principal Sir 
Mark taking over as principal at the 1,260-pupil 
Waterloo Road school. 

The latest report, which was based on an inspec¬ 
tion in December, said: “At the time of the last 
inspection, the academy had significant weak¬ 
nesses. 

“All these inadequacies have been eradicated and 
the shortcomings addressed so effectively that there 
are now notable strengths. 

“This remarkably rapid turnaround has been 
achieved by exceptional leadership, robust support 
from external partners and an almost obsessive 
desire on behalf of all staff to improve the quality of 
teaching and learning.” 


Burglar poses 
as police officer 

TWO homes in West Bromwich were tar¬ 
geted by distraction burglars on the same day. 

The burglar pretended to be a police officer in one 
case and a Neighbourhood Watch co-ordinator in the 
other.

Mrs Green added once the hall was 
back in use the church would be 
holding a thanksgiving ceremony. 

She added: “We have managed 
whilst it has been gone but it was a big 
loss because it was used a great deal.” 

Protected 

Since the fire the hall has been pro¬ 
tected by a ‘tin hat’ temporary roof and 
tarpaulin sheeting, which kept the 
rain out. 

Firefighters managed to stop 
flames spreading to the main church. 

The shed where the fire started was 
destroyed along with equipment 
stored inside, including items owned 
by the local Boys Brigade. 

A wooden classroom used for 
Sunday school classes was also 
destroyed. 


MP’s warning 
over prize con 

WEST Bromwich East MP Tom 
Watson has warned residents to be 
alert after an elderly constituent was 
tricked by the promise of a cheque for 
£25,000. 

Mr Watson said common scams 
include bogus letters, deceptive prize 
draws, miracle health cures, foreign 
money-making offers, get-rich-quick 
schemes and advance fee fraud - and 
warned residents to stay on their 
guard. 

Mr Watson said: “Recently a con¬ 
stituent came to see me who had 
fallen victim to a scam. Fortunately, 
in this instance, he had only wasted a 
relatively small amount of money 
after being told he had won a cash 
prize of £25,000.” 

A national campaign, called 
Scamnesty, will launch next month to 
raise awareness of scams, to be 
carried out in partnership with 
trading standards departments. The 
campaign will run from February 1- 
28.

Police officer jailed 
for protection scam 
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A POLICE officer who tried 
to con a Tividale restaurant 
out of £15,000 in a fake pro¬ 
tection racket scheme has 
been jailed for 15 months. 

Former West Midlands Police 
Sergeant Hemantsinh Vasia and 
accomplice Mark Thomas tar¬ 
geted the Red Mango in Tividale. 

Vasia, aged 39, was jailed for nine 
months for fraud and six months for 
perverting the course of justice at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

He was also ordered to pay £5,000 
in damages. 

Probe 

The court heard in April 2009 Vasia 
and Thomas, 35, smashed a restau¬ 
rant window and then told the 
owners it was the work of a criminal 
gang called the O’Reillys. 

Vasia claimed to have paid the 
criminals £15,000 to stop further 
attacks. 


The owners of the New Birming¬ 
ham Road restaurant then handed 
over £15,000 over the following 12 
months. 

The fraud was exposed when Vasia 
and Thomas were arrested as part of 
a probe by West Midlands Police’s 
anti-corruption unit. 

Vasia was found guilty of a sepa¬ 
rate offence of perverting the course 
of justice. 

The court heard he claimed his 
wife was driving his speeding Range 
Rover in Lichfield in August 2009 
when in fact he was. 

Vasia, of Willenhall, and Thomas 
were due to stand trial but both 
admitted one count of fraud and dis¬ 
honestly making false representa¬ 
tions for gain. Thomas also pleaded 
guilty to possessing a stun gun, 
cocaine and almost£3,000 in counter¬ 
feit £20 notes. 

A spokeswoman for West Midlands 
Police today said Vasia resigned in 
September. Thomas will be sentenced 
on February 11. 


How can you sleep at night? 
judge asks cowboy builders 
who ripped off householders 


COWBOY builders who 
ripped off three Black 
Country homeowners and 
dozens more around the 
country to net £1 million have 
been jailed for between six 
and eight years. 

A judge asked the trio: “How 
can you sleep at night?” after 
hearing how they targeted 50 
homeowners, carrying out 
shoddy work across 14 counties. 

The men passed themselves off as 
experts in extensions, asking their 
targets for a deposit of at least 10 per 
cent of the cost. 

When victims challenged them 
over the lack of progress, they were 
often threatened with legal action for 
breach of contract. 

Gang leader Nicholas Harris, aged 
45, was on Friday jailed for eight 
years, Mark Dixon, 43, was locked up 
for seven years and Matthew 
Higgins, 34, was given six years. All 
were found guilty by a jury of conspir¬ 
acy to defraud. 

A victim in Oldbury paid £19,800 
for work on an extension started in 


2007. A Halesowen couple paid out 
£21,000 for an extension and loft con¬ 
version. Only around £5,500 worth of 
work was completed. 

One victim in Wednesfield paid 
£14,000 for a single storey extension 
to his house which was never fin¬ 
ished. 

Sentencing the three Gloucester 
men at Bristol Crown Court, Judge 
David Ticehurst said their “lies and 
deception” had left customers with 
buildings exposed to the elements, 
walls falling down, sewer pipes 
broken and calls unreturned. 

Deliberate 

A boy with cerebral palsy had to 
sleep on an airbed because Harris 
and his accomplices had let them 
down, he said. 

Judge Ticehurst asked: “How can 
you sleep at night? This was deliber¬ 
ate and planned.” 

Detective Chief Insp David Sell- 
wood said: “The substantial sen¬ 
tences show how seriously the courts 
take this kind of cynical operation.” 

“It is tempting to call these men 
cowboy builders but really they are 
criminals, pure and simple.”

Objections 
over ruled 
to make 
road ‘safer’ 

ONE-way restrictions on a busy 
Smethwick street have been 
given the go ahead despite objec¬ 
tions from residents. 

The order, for Bertram Road, made 
as part of a series of changes under an 
£8.5 million scheme for the A457, was 
approved at a council cabinet meeting 
earlier this month. 

The plans which went to consulta¬ 
tion in April 2009 attracted a petition 
of 245 signatures, with a further peti¬ 
tion last year highlighting another 
175 objections. 

Sandwell’s neighbourhood boss, 
councillor Derek Rowley, was asked to 
take no action in response to the 
objections, leading him to authorise 
the necessary legal procedures and 
allowing the road to become one way. 

A report to Cllr Rowley stated: 
“Whilst it is recognised that the pro¬ 
posed change in permitted driving 
direction along Bertram Road will 
cause inconvenience to some local res¬ 
idents, the primary reason for the one 
way system is directly related to the 
safe operation of the modified St 
Paul’s Road/ Fenton Street junction.” 

Blamed 

The junction, near the High Street, 
has been blamed for many years for 
causing delays to the 87 bus route. 

Objections to the one-way plans 
include inconvenience to local resi¬ 
dents, an increase in congestion and 
an increase in vehicle speeds. 

The scheme which includes a red 
route preventing traffic from stop¬ 
ping, aims to cut congestion and 
improve the link between Cape Hill, 
Smethwick, Oldbury Tipton and 
Burnt Tree. 

Changes have been on the cards for 
many years but it is hoped that these 
plans will free up traffic and cut travel 
times while improving the safety of 
other road users and pedestrians. 

Cllr Rowley said: “By making the 
road one-way it makes the junction so 
much safer for everyone. 

“We were instructed by the High 
Ways agency to go ahead with the 
plans because the positioning of the 
mini round about at the end of the 
road, as it stands now, makes it 
extremely hazardous for cars and 
busses. 

“We took in to account all objections 
but safety is the prime factor to be 
considered here. 

“It is our main priority to not just 
improve congestion but essentially 
make life easier for those needing to 
pull over for access to the houses and 
shops.”

Dean pays price for 
creating £1 m home 


W HEN Dean Marks first set eyes 
on St Martin’s Church in Tipton 
it was like a revelation. 

He had been a looking for a big develop¬ 
ment project and this was it. 

His quest to turn the 18th century Grade 
II-listed building into a beautiful family 
home was even featured on television’s 
Grand Designs and was hailed by presenter 
of the Channel Four show Kevin McCloud as 
“inspiring”. 

But the work involved has taken its toll. 
Mr Marks has suffered two heart attacks 
and been through a divorce. 

Former partner Hilary, who he married in 
2002, never ended up moving in to the luxury 
home and they formally split in 2007. And, 
according to Dean, his devotion to the project 
may have played a part. 

Mr Marks, who shares the home with his 
15-year-old daughter Abbie, says the two 
heart attacks were both caused by exhaus¬ 
tion from the build. 

He has also had several operations to 
repair bone and ligament damage to his 
shoulder through work and undergone 
radiotherapy to combat testicular cancer - 
something he is still battling. 

Trying 

Despite the personal traumas - including 
having to put up CCTV to stop repeated 
attacks on the property by vandals and 
thieves — and even though his dream home is 
still not complete, the 40-year-old builder 
insists he has no regrets. 

“Yes it’s got to be worth it,” he says. “Where 
else am I going to go when I’ve got a house 
like mine? I would not do anything differ¬ 
ently. I always wanted to buy and live in this 
house. If people chose to move away from 
what I was doing that was their choice.” 

He adds: “I don’t know if I’m obsessed. 
“When you’re trying to build a family home 
and have to concentrate on it, then yes, to an 
extent I probably was. But not so much that 
I put my family completely to one side. 

“I admit I worked hard on it. I did not have 
a large amount of quality time with Hilary 


but that was a small price to pay.” Mr Marks 
used to live in a three-bedroomed semi¬ 
detached home in Seven Acres Road, Hale¬ 
sowen. 

But he took the plunge and bought the 
derelict St Martin’s Church, based in Lower 
Church Lane, for £12,750 in 1999. 

“I had always dreamt of living in some¬ 
thing that was different to everyone else,” he 
says. “So one day, on the spur of the moment, 
I went to Lichfield Diocese and asked if there 
were any redundant churches for sale. 

“The next day I had a phone call about a 
large derelict building in Tipton that needed 
a lot of work. Straight away I said ‘yes’. I 
went to have a look and put an offer in the 
very next morning.” 

It took four-and-a-half years to persuade 
Sandwell Council to grant building permis¬ 
sion but he was finally able to start work in 
2005. 

The project was a big one. He installed 11 
miles worth of cabling for electrics and three- 
and-a-half miles worth of pipes for heating. 

Despite the size of the project renovation 
work on St Martin’s Manor House cost just 
£110,000, but Mr Marks says the luxury 
property is now valued at £1,265,000. 

It has five-bedrooms and four bathrooms 
and there is an indoor swimming pool, gym 
and library. 

Units in the kitchen have been created 
using the church’s original pews. Original 
stained-glass windows and memorial 


plaques have also been restored and incorpo¬ 
rated. 

At the top of the property there is a glass 
observatory which, on a clear day, provides 
views as far as Lichfield Cathedral. 

It took the producers of two attempts to 
encourage Mr Marks to be featured. 

“I initially declined to take part in the pro¬ 
gramme because I thought it might be too 
intrusive,” he says. “But when they asked 
again I changed my mind because I knew it 
would give me the motivation to continue the 
project and get it done. 

“I did not have any regrets about doing it. 

Regular 

By doing that programme I made the point 
that if you’re motivated to make your dream 
a reality — to get up and work hard - it can be 
done. I’m a strong believer that if you want 
something enough you will get it.” 

Filming took place over 21 months and the 
show was eventually aired in April 2007. It 
was in the same month he had his first heart 
attack. 

Mr Marks received cash for gaining the 
runners-up prize in the programme’s 
national awards later that year and is a 
regular guest speaker at the Grand Design 
Live shows at the NEC. 

And he is still in touch with the pro¬ 
gramme’s presenter Kevin McCloud. “Kevin 
and I had a few disagreements at first,” Mr 
Marks says. “He was saying I should use an 


architect but I pointed out I was on a 
working-class guy on a budget and that it 
would cost too much. But we got on and I still 
speak to him from time to time.” 

McCloud has said of the project: ‘You know 
I’ve never been so divided over a project. 

“On the one hand it broke my heart to see 
so much of the character, the integrity of this 
place disappear, to be replaced by some 
pretty hideous features and a rather clunky 
layout. On the other Hilary and Dean’s com¬ 
mitment to this project has been inspiring. 

“The risks they have taken have been 
extraordinary and remember this; without 
them none of this glass would have been 
restored. In fact in 10 years time this place 
might even have fallen to pieces. So whether 
or not you or I like what Dean has done, 
thanks to him this place is still here.” 

The property is still not complete. One of 
the building’s three staircases needs to be 
renovated and he still wants to create chang¬ 
ing rooms for the swimming pool. 

But despite the rollercoaster ride that has 
been the conversion, Mr Marks says he 
would never throw in the towel. 

“There is no way I would give up,” he says. 

“I have dreamed of owning my own home 
and one day seeing this building complete. 

“At the moment I can afford to stay here. I 
love living here. I’ve had several offers for the 
property - one doctor offered me £1 million - 
but I turned him down. 

“I have no intention of moving.”

Shake-up of NHS Moped rider 
branded ‘insane’ * 
by a borough GP 


A SANDWELL GP has 
branded the proposed changes 
to the NHS as “insane”. 

The Health and Social Care Bill 
will allow family doctors to get 
control of most of the NHS budget 
from 2013. 

Dr Ann Jaron, a GP at Sherwood 
House Medical Practice in Sandon 
Road, Edgbaston, which is run by 
Sandwell Primary Care Trust, said: “I 
think the whole thing is insane. 

“The GPs should certainly have had 
more input but that didn’t mean full 
scale re-organisation. 

“Really, just having a few GPs on the 
board of PCTs would have probably 
been enough and then it is a better way 
of connecting with the wider body of 
GPs. 

“I think most GPs will not relish 
having to take on this major adminis¬ 
trative role and very few of us have 
that kind of management qualification 
or experience.” 

Dr Jaron, who is also a Labour coun¬ 
cillor for the Abbey ward in Sandwell, 
added: “I think it is unnecessary, I 
think that there are issues which could 
have been dealt with without major re¬ 
organisation. 

“I suspect and awful lot of GPs don’t 
want to do this.” 

Dr Satya Sharma, who is based at 


Bilston Health Centre in Prouds Lane 
and has been a family doctor in 
Wolverhampton since 1981, added: 
“The GPs that I represent want to do 
the best they can with NHS services. 

“They do not want to see the end of 
the NHS and the proposed privatisa¬ 
tion of some of these services is 
causing a lot of concern.” 

But Health Secretary Andrew 
Lansley said the move was not as 
radical as some claimed and promised 
that essential services would be pro¬ 
tected and GPs supported. 

Necessity 

Speaking after the bill was laid in 
Parliament, Mr Lansley accepted 
there were “new and distinctive” ele¬ 
ments but said it was more about evo¬ 
lution, as it built on many of the 
changes introduced by Labour. 

He said: “Modernising the NHS is a 
necessity, not an option, in order to 
meet rising need in the future we need 
to make changes.” 

Under the plans, family doctors 
working in consortia will take on 
responsibility for “buying in” the bulk 
of hospital and community services for 
their patients. 

In the process, all 151 primary care 
trusts (PCTs) and strategic health 
authorities will be disbanded. 


facing ban 
after riding 
on pavement 

A MOPED rider who narrowly missed a 
mother and her pushchair may lose his licence. 

Darren Eagles, aged 18, of Dorsett Road, Friar 
Park, Wednesbury, was found guilty in his absence 
at Warley Magistrates Court. 

Mr Peter Love, prosecuting, said police saw him on 
a moped with a friend, 17, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, on an off-road motorcycle with no reg¬ 
istration on September 22. An officer saw Eagles and 
the co-accused turn into Woden Road South, swerve 
in and out of traffic and ride on the pavement before 
going back on the road.

Eagles was charged with driving other than in 
accordance with a licence, without third party insur¬ 
ance and a test certificate, without due care and 
attention and failing to stop when required by a con¬ 
stable. Magistrates considered matters proven and 
said they were considering disqualifiation. The case 
was adjourned until tomorrow (Friday). His co¬ 
accused will be dealt with separately.

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Archives on show Decision delayed on 
in summer festival £20m power station 


OLD documents 
and photographs 
will go on display 
during this 

summer’s Sandwell 
Arts Festival. 

Local historians 
have met at the 
archives base in 
Smethwick Library in 
High Street to discuss 
the best ways of dis¬ 
playing material 
belonging to Sandwell 
Community History 
and Archives Service. 

Terry Daniels, from 
Langley Local History 
Society, said: “This was 
the first meeting to try to 
get a group of people 
together to look at new 
ways of exhibiting the 
archives to make dis¬ 
plays more exciting and 
innovative. 

Exhibition 

“It is all about letting 
people know what we 
have within the archive 
service and where we 
are, so that people will 
use the service. 

“We are planning a big 
exhibition in July as part 
of Sandwell Arts Festi¬ 
val.” 

The work is being 
carried out as part of a 
wider project, entitled 
Forging Links. 

The exhibitions will 
focus on the extensive 
archives of local compa¬ 
nies including world- 
famous former 

Smethwick firm Chances 
Glass. 

Sandwell Council took 
possession of the historic 
company’s 1,059 cubic 
feet of archives in 2007.

A QUESTION mark is over 
plans for a £20 million nappy- 
fuelled power plant in West 
Bromwich after a planning deci¬ 
sion on the project was deferred. 

The development, which would turn 
nappy waste into energy, would bring 
95 jobs to the borough. 


Officers recommended that Sandwell’s 
planning committee approve the plan, 
subject to conditions. 

However, last week councillors opted to 
delay their decision for a month over con¬ 
cerns about the impact on air quality. 

Members will now visit the site of the 
proposed development before making a 
decision. 


The power plant would be based in 
Kelvin Way, West Bromwich. 

London-based Verus Energy wants to 
build the facility on land next to an existing 
£12m nappy recycling centre. 

If approved, it will produce enough elec¬ 
tricity to supply 17,000 homes. 

However, concerns were raised over 
emissions. 

Environmental health officer Bob Lloyd 
said the area already suffers poor air 
quality caused by traffic on the nearby M5 
and said the facility would emit nitrogen 
dioxide. 

“This could make an area already expe¬ 
riencing a high level of pollution worse,” he 
said. 

Chimney 

The department has already spoken to 
the firm, which plans to heighten a 
chimney stack from 121ft to 135ft. 

But environmental health officers still 
believe the development will compound 
problems in the area, where nitrogen 
dioxide levels are already “unacceptable”. 

The new recycling centre would be near 
to the established Knowaste nappy recy¬ 
cling centre at land leased from Giffords 
Wood Recycling. 

According to bosses the new plant would 
create 20 new skilled jobs as well as 75 jobs 
during the construction phase of the build. 

Under the scheme, thousands of tons of 
used nappies would be processed to 
provide energy and to to prevent them 
going to landfill. 


Ring and Ride in crisis 


A LIFELINE trans¬ 
port service used by 
thousands of Black 
Country pensioners is 
facing a £900,000 budget 
black hole. 

Elderly and disabled 
people may be charged to 
use the Ring and Ride 
service in the future, or the 
number of trips may be cut 
to try to plug the gap. 

Taxpayers paid £12 
million to help keep the 
service on the road this 
year. But the seven West 
Midlands councils that 
fund the service have had to 
cut back on the amount 
they pay while fuel costs 
have soared. • 


Ring and Ride operates 
around two million trips a 
year in the region. 

Passengers book their 
journey over the phone 
giving details of where they 
want to be picked up and 
taken to, and the time they 
want to travel. 

Bosses at West Midlands 
Special Needs Transport, 
the charity which operates 
Ring and Ride, and the 
transport authority Centro, 
which funds the service 
with money from the coun¬ 
cils, are now appealing to 
passengers to help decide 
how to make those savings. 

More than 30,000 users 
are being sent a question¬ 


naire asking them to vote 
for one of two options. The 
first is to make an eight per 
cent reduction in the 
number of trips being run. 

The alternative is to 
introduce charges in the 
form of either an annual 
membership fee of £36 — the 
equivalent of 69p a week - 
or a single trip fare of 60p. 

The service, launched in 
1983, is currently free for 
those with a senior citizen’s 
or disabled person’s pass, 
while others pay the equiv¬ 
alent of a local bus fare.

F ORMER pupils of an Oldbury 
school celebrating its centenary 
year have been sharing memo¬ 
ries of years gone by. 

Rounds Green Primary School has been 
marking the 100-year milestone by invit¬ 
ing old pupils, some of whom were stu¬ 
dents back in the 1920s, into school to talk 
about its history. 

Old photographs and logbooks have 
been unearthed by the school and former 
pupils and teachers to show today’s young¬ 
sters how times have changed. 

One photograph, dating back to 1929, 
shows Ernest Albert Massey in a motor¬ 
bike sidecar ready to take part in a fancy 
dress parade. Pictured aged eight, Earnest 
is the uncle of current Sandwell Mayor, 
Pauline Hinton. He was at Rounds Green 
from 1929-32. 

Mr Massey was killed in action in the 
Second World War. As part of their work for 
the centenary youngsters from the school 
have been studying his life. 

Other photographs show pictures of 
youngsters at their desks in the 1950s,

with sunlight streaming through the 
windows as well as other faded black and 
white snaps of lunch breaks, school proj¬ 
ects and puppet shows. 

The successful 1961 school football team 
is shown on one of the pictures, after tri¬ 
umphing over nearby Moat Farm 6-0. 

As part of the celebrations the school 
dug out old logbooks dating back to 1887, 
when Rounds Green was at its former site 
in Chapel Street. 

The books include entries marking the 
first day at school’s current home in 
Brades Road on January 11, 1911. 

Different 

Foundation teacher and senior manager 
Ken Gorst said: “Each of our classes had 
been learning about a different decade and 
we had pupils and teachers who were at 
the school at that time to tell them what it 
was like. 

“The oldest person we had through the 
doors was a 94-year-old lady named Ethel 
Turner, but there is also a 99-year-old lady 
living nearby who went to the school in 


1916. She was unable to come into school, 
but has recorded her memories onto a 
DVT). 

“Visitors also brought in old photo¬ 
graphs and school reports to show to 
current pupils during the event.” 

Records kept by the school show the land 
for the building cost just £600 and the 
number of pupils attending in 1911 was 
1,060, almost three times the 380 cur¬ 
rently on the register. 

Youngsters have been gathering photo¬ 
graphs, drawings and poems to put into a 
time capsule. 

They are also working with former 
Dexys Midnight Runners star Mickey 
Billingham to record a CD of songs from 
every decade the school has been in exis¬ 
tence. 

These include It’s a Long Way to Tipper¬ 
ary, written by Oldbury man Jack Judge in 
1912, You’ll Never Walk Alone, from 1945 
and Heartbeat from 1958. 

Once recorded they will be released as a 
CD, which will be sold to raise cash for the 
school’s Centenary Fund.

Year to go 
as college 
prepares 
for its first 
students 

THE first students will start at the new 
£77 million Sandwell College next 
January. 

The build is due to be completed in November, 
when an official opening ceremony is planned, but it 
will be a further two months before the first of 10,000 
students start studies at the building. 

Work on the college in Spon Lane began in Sep¬ 
tember 2009 but the scheme suffered from interrup¬ 
tions last year when the extreme winter weather 
caused problems, including high winds in November 
which delayed installation of steel arches. 

College bosses say that work is progressing on 
schedule. An official opening is due in November. 

However, they said they will wait until the first 
term of 2012 to move the students in, so as not to 
disturb their studies. 

Sandwell College Vice-Principal Scott Upton said: 
“Building work is progressing very well despite the 
recent bad weather conditions and we’re still on 
track for construction to be completed by the winter. 

“We will be welcoming the first students into the 
new college the term after.” 

Campus 

Work on the inside of the building has begun. With 
the external framework largely in place, teaching 
staff have been told they will soon be able to see how 
their classrooms will look in the new campus with 
work starting on a sample classroom. Lecturers will 
be able to visit and get an idea of how a typical class¬ 
room in their subject area will look. 

Lighting has been installed inside the building to 
react to changing conditions, depending on how 
much natural daylight is flooding through the build¬ 
ing. Special sensors enable the lights to switch them¬ 
selves on and off as necessary to cut down on waste. 

The state-of-the-art campus in Spon Lane will 
cater for 10,000 students and will replace the exist¬ 
ing campuses in West Bromwich, Oldbury and 
Smethwick.

“By having it in a shop we hope we 
will get people in who would not nor¬ 
mally go to a theatre. It’s not purpose 
built to be a theatre — it’s a shop.

“I have never put a play on in a shop 
before so it will be a good experience 
for the actors.” 

Miss Spence and Mr Warrington 
have been approved grants from 
Sandwell Council and the Arts Council 
to stage the performance, which will 
be held today between 1pm and 2pm 
followed by a writing workshop. 


Growth of 
firm set to 
create jobs 

A TIPTON construction and haulage 
company is expanding its office space as it 
anticipates a turnover of £4 million next 
year, creating six new jobs. 

Mac Surfacing and MC Transport, both 
based at the same site on Malthouse Road, will 
convert the rear of the building to include 
offices on the first floor and expand the work¬ 
force with new labourers and office workers. 

Plans include creating a garage at the bottom of 
the firm’s yard and recruiting a new mechanic. 

The new building will be at the rear of the site with 
a new access to the side road. 

Managing director Mark Copson, head of the con¬ 
struction side of the business, Mac Surfacing, and 
the haulage arm, MC Transport, for the past three 
years, said the the firm grew during the recession. 

He said: “We’ve outgrown our yard space quickly 
and we’ve been growing throughout recession. 

“This extension will be creating new jobs and we 
will be recruiting locally.” 

Both firms have been based at the site for six 
years. Mr Copson said there was extra demand for 
labour and office workers after the firm won high- 
profile road resurfacing contracts. 

He added: “We’ve done work with high-profile con¬ 
tractors including Bardon Contracting, Lafarage 
Contracting and Semex Surfacing. 

Haulage 

“We’ve also done work for Tarmac National Con¬ 
tracting. With the work we’ve got planned for next 
year, this should see our turnover for the two busi¬ 
nesses past £4m.” 

The firm’s construction arm does work including 
road resurfacing, civil engineering and labour hire 
while the haulage side includes heavy haulage. 

A design and access statement submitted with 
plans states: “The buildings are to be used for offices 
and workshop for the maintenance of the plant and 
vehicles. 

“The proposals are designed to blend in with the 
existing building and its surroundings. The existing 
access remains with an additional access to be pro¬ 
vided for the new workshop.” 

The planning application has been granted per¬ 
mission, subject to architects being mindful of a foul 
sewer crossing the site and historic coal workings in 
the area when laying foundations.

“I’ve been at Sandwell since 1983 
and when I first came here I was also 
the minister of Hallam Street 
Methodist Church. I’ve been here full 
time since,” she explained.

Speaking at the service, Chairman 
of Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust, Sue Davis, 
praised the work of the chaplaincy at 
Sandwell, City and Rowley Regis hos¬ 
pitals.

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Magic, music and mirth 
as Lenny goes on tour 


DETERMINED to put the 
magic back into his life, comic 
Lenny Henry performed a new 
t rick for the New Year - he 
began his new Saturday night 
show The Magicians - an 
experience which drew an illu¬ 
sory line under a tough time. 

“My sister-in-law died, my 
brother-in-law died, my mum 
passed away, my niece died and 
my nephew died. Plus my mar¬ 
riage ended,” the Dudley-born 
comic says frankly. 

The 52-year-old comedian, whose 
divorce from Dawn French was 
finalised in October, says that during 
those years he threw himself into 
work-and studying. 

He achieved an MA in screenwrit¬ 
ing from Royal Holloway last summer, 
is now starting a PhD and has been 
commissioned to write a film about 
basketball. 

He’s also in talks to tread the 
boards again after his acclaimed turn 
as Othello in 2009, is presenting the 
new BBC One show The Magicians 
and is about to start his first stand-up 
tour for three years, Lenny Henry: 
Cradle To Rave - which stops off in his 
home town of Dudley on February 2. 

So when does he have time to 
sleep? 

Reservations 

“That’s what my wife said! It’s very 
tough, but my daughter understands 
and my wife has been very support¬ 
ive,” he says, referring to his marriage 
in the present tense, although the 
couple are no longer together. 

“All these things are about applied 
time - using time to get better at it,” he 
adds. 

Henry admits he had reservations 
about taking on the role of host of The 
Magicians, mainly because he’s 
about to embark on his stand-up tour. 

“I went to meet the producer pre¬ 
pared notto do this show because I’m 
going on a 67-date tour. But I was 
sitting in this lunch meeting and by 
dessert, I was like, ‘I think I’m doing a 
magic show’.” 

Filming in front of a 500-strong 
audience on a specially constructed

stage at Pinewood Studios 
appealed to the little boy inside 
Henry, who was “far too lazy and 
poor” to buy magic books as a 
child. 

“I can’t believe how much I like 
magic - it’s embarrassing. Paul 
Daniels does this elephant vanish¬ 
ing trick you can see on Youtube, 
it’s phenomenal!” 

As a young comic, Henry had 
the opportunity to work with the 
magician for two weeks: “He 
wasn’t the slightly naff Paul 
Daniels you know now, he was a 
really hip comedian - comedian 
first, magician second, but a bril¬ 
liant magician. He had great funny 
lines and was very skilful.” 

Magic is so much a part of 
Henry’s life that he almost used it 
as the theme for his new stand-up 
show, but it lost out narrowly to 
music. 

Called Cradle To Rave, the 
show, charts his relationship to 
music and the impact it’s had on 
him. 

“Music has consumed me 
throughout my life,” he says, 
admitting to having 28 days’ worth 
of music on his iPod. 

“It’s been there at every junc¬ 
ture, from going to the Priory for a 



week - the canteen’s like Stars In 
Their Eyes - to my mum dying and 
my parents never singing lullabies 
to me when I was a kid, mainly 
because my dad was really miser¬ 
able. The crux of the show is that I 
was always too busy ‘playing’ to 
learn the piano or magic tricks. 

“I was a child of the Sixties and 
Seventies and it’s amazing how 
good those decades were for 
music,” he adds. “We had the 
Beatles and the Stones. What 
have we got now? Tinchy Stryder. 
I like him, but he’s no Otis 
Redding.” 

To make amends for his errant 
childhood, Henry has been learn¬ 
ing to play the piano for the past 
decade. 

“I started on the same day as my 
daughter when I was 40 and she 
was seven. She wouldn’t sit at the 
piano, she wouldn’t talk to the 
teacher, she would lie on the floor 
and do anything but play the 
piano. But now she can play any¬ 
thing, she’s got a beautiful voice 
and I’m still going, ‘Is that an F? 
That’s aflat’.”

An app to save on food bills 


EXPERTS at the University of 
Wolverhampton have developed a 
new smartphone application that 
helps households reduce the food 
they waste. 

‘Consume Within’ is able to track the 
expiry dates of shop bought and home 
made items. The Apple iPhone application 
has been developed at the award-winning 
Caparo Innovation Centre (CIC), a partner¬ 
ship between the university and the Caparo 
group of companies, based at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Science Park. 

Using the app, food items can be allo¬ 
cated quickly and easily to three different 
locations - fridge, freezer or cupboard - 
and their expiry dates set individually. The 
user can choose a photo to go with the 
item, and a special bar-code type sticker if 
they wish, to make the item easy to identify 
at a later date. The app then alerts users of 
the foods that are about to expire within the 
next three days and displays them by loca¬ 
tion or as a list. The special stickers can be 
obtained from the Consume Within website, 
where there is also a free downloadable 
sample sheet to try them out. 

Consume Within is suitable for monitoring 
the best-before dates for all food items, 
from fruit and vegetables through to meat, 
dairy, cans and jars. It can also be used to 
track a number of other items such as toi¬ 
letries, cosmetics, sun lotions and medica¬ 
tions. 

Andrew Pollard, Industrial Professor at 
the CIC, said: “Reducing food waste is a 
major issue. It costs the average family with 
children £830 per year and has serious 
environmental implications too. In the UK 
8.3 million tonnes of food is thrown away by 
households each year. This app will help 
you save money, save the planet - and 
keep your fridge tidy.” 

The application is available now to down¬ 
load from Apple iTunes. The Lite version is 
free and allows users to monitor up to four 
items at a time, while the full version can 
monitor an unlimited number of items. 


SOON fans of pop stars will not only be 
able to show their devotion by wearing a 
button badge, they will be able to plug ear¬ 
phones into the badge to hear their 
favourite music too. 

The forthcoming badge-like Playbutton 
MP3 player will carry one album’s worth of 
music, have controls on the back (alongside 
the pin) to play and skip tracks and adjust 
the sound quality. It will contain a recharge¬ 
able Li-ion battery for up to five hours of 
continuous playback. 


Each 1,7-inch diameter Playbutton badge 
will contain one album’s worth of 320kbps 
MP3 tracks on its flash memory and, of 
course, artwork on the badge front to tell 
you what music is featured. 

On the bottom of the badge is a 3.5mm 
jack that’s used to connect both the ear¬ 
phones and USB charging cable. There will 
be no track deletion, modification, upload¬ 
ing or downloading allowed. But that’s not 
an issue for the makers who are hoping that 
the badge will get a niche for providing 
musical exclusives, though the labels or 
artists could always make their tracks 
downloadable for other players. 

The device is due to come out in America 
next month and will be priced between $20 
and $30 (around £13 to £20). 

A GERMAN teenager known as Deniz A 
and his 23-year-old accomplice managed 
to hack into the personal computers of 
Lady Gaga, Justin Timberlake and Ke$ha. 

Upon infiltrating the computers with a 
Trojan horse virus, the hackers stole and 
sold the artists’ unfinished songs online. 
Over the course of 12 months, they 
allegedly pocketed over $13,000. 

Now the 18-year-old hacker, who looks 
likely to end up in a German court, has pub¬ 
lished a letter in Germany’s Bild newspaper, 
in which he apologises to the musicians he 
targeted. He blames his rampant “ambition” 
for getting the best of him. “Dear Lady 
Gaga,” the letter begins. “I am ashamed of 
what I have done. I did not think about the 
consequences.” 

ACCORDING to the New York Times, 
Apple’s iPad is starting to replace text 
books in America’s schools, starting - aptly 
enough - in the Big Apple. 

In a pilot programme, Roslyn High School 
on Long Island handed out 47 iPads to the 
students and teachers in two classes. The 
school district hopes to provide iPads even¬ 
tually to all 1,100 students. 

The iPads - which cost more than £400 
each in the UK - are to be used in class and 
at home during the school year to replace 
textbooks, allow students to correspond 
with teachers and turn in papers and home¬ 
work assignments. They also preserve a 
record of student work in digital portfolios. 

“It allows us to extend the classroom 
beyond these four walls,” said Larry Reiff, 
an English teacher at Roslyn who now 
posts all his course materials online. 

Technological fads have come and gone 
in schools. Educators, for instance, are still 
divided over whether initiatives to give 
every student a laptop have made a differ¬ 
ence academically.

Posters with the Chinese word “fu”, 
meaning luck and happiness, are hung 
on doors and windows. Flowers to sym¬ 
bolise the coming of spring are used to 
decorate the house with red and gold 
paper decorations. 

Feasting 

Friends and relatives get together 
on new year’s eve for a large dinner. 
Typically, there will be eight or nine 
courses because these are lucky 
numbers. Noodles are served to sym¬ 
bolise longevity. 

Good Luck Gifts 

It is traditional for adults to give 
children small red packets filled with 
money or sweets. 

Street Parades 

Processions should be led by a red, 
gold and green lucky dragon.

Be thankful if you 
live in calm times 


T HE RECENT floods in Aus¬ 
tralia, Brazil and Sri Lanka 
have served to remind us 
that we are reliant on the whims of 
Mother Nature. 

Even a natural problem of a far 
lesser degree of severity, an old fash¬ 
ioned cold snap, left the UK reeling. 

But none of this should surprise us, 
mankind has lived with disaster since the 
very beginning. Indeed, the human race 
had barely got going before it was almost 
wiped out by volcanic eruptions 74,000 
years ago. 

John Withington's fascinating A Disas¬ 
trous History of the World (Piatkus, 
paperback, £9.99) is an epic journey 
through the annals of calamity from the 
dawn of man right up to the Myanmar 
cyclone of 2008. 

Avoidable 

The first part of the book chronicles 
natural disasters - flood, earthquakes, vol¬ 
canic eruptions, storms, disease and 
famine. Then it looks at the worst, avoid¬ 
able, disasters created by and inflicted on 
each other by man - invasions, massacres, 
riots, stampedes, crashes, explosions and 
terrorism. 


You will find them all here - Pompeii, 
Krakatoa, the worst excesses of Genghis 
Khan, Imperial Japan, Hitler and Stalin, 
and from more recent times, the genocide 
in Rwanda and the Boxing Day Tsunami. 

Perhaps it puts the current natural 
calamities in context that mankind keeps 
doggedly battling through everything that 
nature throws at it. 

Many disasters must have seemed 
apocalyptic at the time but have faded 
from collective memory. For example, the 
British cholera epidemic of 1831 or the flu 
outbreak of 1918 were both far, far worse 
in their toll on human life than any UK epi¬ 
demic in several decades. 

Indeed, countries which experience 
periods without major disaster, war and 
pestilence can count themselves very 
lucky indeed. 

For young readers whose interest in 
natural disaster has been sparked by 
recent events, David Burnie's ominously 
entitled Countdown To Disaster: A World 
In Danger (Oxford University Press, 
paperback, £8.99) is a richly illustrated 
book which explains how and why natural 
disasters happen, from tornados and 
earthquakes to lightning strikes and mete¬ 
orite impacts.

Voices of the victims of the Blood Lands are heard 


Blood Lands (Bodley Head, hard¬ 
back, £25) is a gruelling read, not 
because of its 421 pages but its grim 
subject matter. However, it is also an 
astonishing work of research by Oxford 
and Harvard historian Timothy Snyder 
which brings the humanity back to 
those millions of victims of Hitler and 
Stalin's murderous regimes. 

The statistics are shocking, 14 million 
killed during 12 years in the zone of death 
between Berlin and Moscow, in the Blood 
Lands of Poland, Belarus, the Baltic States, 
western Russia and the Ukraine. But statis¬ 
tics don't make you cry, hearing the plight of 
those who suffered, died and, in too few 
cases, survived the barely imaginable 
horrors reminds you that every one of those 


statistics was a living, breathing, feeling 
human being like you. 

Many thinking of this period conjure an 
image of the concentration camp and the 
Holocaust, the Nazis' 'Final Solution 1 and the 
industrialisation of murder. The reality for 
most of the vicims, whether they be Jew, 
Pole, Russian peasant or anyone else con¬ 
sidered inconvenient, was even more brutal 
and primitive than that. 

Murders 

Of the 14 million civillians and prisoners of 
war who died inthe 'Blood Lands', more than 
half were deliberately starved to death. Most 
of the rest were shot. 

The mass murders began in the Soviet 
Union before the Second World War with 
Stalin responsible for the starvation and exe¬ 
cution of hundreds of thousands of his own 


citizens. Hitler soon became an equally mur¬ 
derous monster with his mass killings of 
Jewish communities. 

Where possible, Snyder names the guilty 
and some of the victims, regaining dignity for 
those treated with no respect by Nazi or 
Soviet killers. He has testimony from sur¬ 
vivors and even victims, including personal 
journals found on the bodies of Polish offi¬ 
cers shot and buried by the Soviet secret 
police at Katyn. The historian has also seen 
notes thrown by people being bussed to their 
deaths and words scratched onto the wall of 
a synagogue. 

Snyder wants us to remember that behind 
each and every statistic was a human life. 
"Each one of them died a different death, 
since each of them had lived a different life," 
he says. LB

Keep gardening diary 
of success and failure 


A NEW year brings new 
beginnings in all our lives and 
especially in our gardens. 

It’s time to take stock of last 
year to see what went well and 
learn what we can do better this 
season. 

I’m full of optimism for 2011, 
writes John Clowes. The posi¬ 
tive uplift that gardening provides, 
together with the benefit of 
regular exercise, will see me 
investing more time in the garden 
and on the allotment. 

Hopefully all families will be 
doing the same - especially if 
there are children to teach. 
Keeping notes of successes and 
failures provides good pointers for 
better results this year. 

My successes include a great 
crop of carrots that had little 
damage from carrot root fly. This 
proves that 1 m walls of clear 
plastic do prevent the flying 
females from laying their eggs 
and ruining my carrot crop. 

Just four plants of yellow cour¬ 
gettes (T&M FI Hybrid ‘Soleil’) 
weren’t prolific enough for the 
kitchen and I must grow two or 
three green ones to boost total 
yields. 

Stringless 

They were completely unaf¬ 
fected by mildew, but perhaps 
they needed some extra feeding 
with Miracle-Gro Fruit & Veg¬ 
etable Plant Food. 

My climbing French beans, 
Sultana, proved worth their 
weight in gold. They cropped well 
during the warm weather of June 
and July producing mountains of 
long, tender and stringless pencil- 
podded beans. 

Only by the end of August were 
the pink-flowered runner beans 
Celebration producing anything 
like the same amount. 

Family and neighbours agreed 
the French beans were the best 
they had tasted. They are on my 
seed list again this year, as will be 



French beans Sultana proved 

butternut squash Cobnut that 
produced good winter squash 
that ripened and stored well. 

Japanese anemones make a 
great flower display in the 
autumn, but standard varieties 
grow to quite a size that is too big 
for most narrow flower beds. 
That’s why the compact variety 
Pretty Lady Diana’was a great 
addition in my garden. So too was 
Thompson & Morgan’s first-ever 
red rudbeckia, Cherry Brandy. 

Shrub discovery of 2010 was 
Loropetalum chinense Fire Dance. 
This relative of the witch hazel is 
evergreen with plenty of small 
heart-shaped leaves plum red in 
colour that carry along its stems 
deep pink spidery flowers. It 
seems to bloom all summer 
through from March to October, 
although the textbooks will tell 
you it produces most blooms in 
spring. The books will also say it 
will grow to 1 - 2m tall, although 
my plant is spreading outwards, 
rather than upwards, and makes a 


popular with family and friends 

wonderful ground-hugging 
display. 

And on to the reverse side of 
the gardening coin - here are 
some of the ‘not so good’ results 
from 2010. All my sowings of 
rocket leaves were affected badly 
by flea beetle that drilled holes 
into every leaf, making all unsuit¬ 
able for the salad bowl. Next year 
I will try to grow undamaged 
leaves in pots on the patio using 
Miracle-Gro All Purpose 
Compost. 

Purple sprouting broccoli this 
year was disappointing as the 
pigeons ate more of the crop than 
the family. That’s because the 
netting has developed holes over 
the years and must be replaced. 
Pests must be excluded totally if 
you are to get a half decent crop.

D ISNEY’S 50th animated feature, 
Tangled, sees a return to the studio’s 
fairy tale roots with a retelling of the 
story of Rapunzel, the girl with long golden 
hair locked away in a tall tower lost in a forest.

Don’t rely on instinct 
when it’s time to buy 


BRITISH car buyers still rely too much 
on their ‘trust instinct’ and fail to ask for 
bills of sale or service history documenta¬ 
tion when buying a used vehicle. 

Many cling on to the idea of a ‘gentleman’s 
agreement’ for fear of offending the seller 
when they should treat the transaction as a 
formal business agreement. 

Vehicle information expert HPI warned that 
many drivers were distracted by gadgets and a 
shiny exterior. 

But a top-of-the-range vehicle specification is no 
con- solation if it turns out the vehicle has been 
stolen, has outstanding finance against it, or has 
been clocked or cloned. 

Attention 

An HPI check offers used car buyers the protec¬ 
tion they need. 

Consumer services manager Nicola Johnson said: 
“It is well known that initial impressions are formed 


in the first 20 seconds of meeting, and it may be in 
the first 20 seconds of viewing a vehicle that a car 
buyer will decide to buy. 

“After this, all attention to detail flies out of the 
window and buying with the head gives way to 
buying with the heart. 

“All too often, used car buyers are taken in by 
shiny paintwork and a sparkling interior when 
shopping for their next car, as this naturally sug¬ 
gests everything is in order. 

“However, it is important for buyers to remain 
neutral and inspect a vehicle carefully, as a hidden 
history can be lurking just beneath the surface.” 

The risks of not doing so remain significant. 

One in four cars checked was on outstanding 
finance and anyone who buys a car still on finance 
risks losing the car as the finance company owns the 
vehicle.

At the other end, keeper Todd 
Henderson was rarely troubled, 
although his services were called 
upon - two minutes before the 
break - when he was tested by Wil¬ 
lenhall captain Mitch Fellows who 
was denied with Henderson at full- 
stretch. 


But within 14 seconds of the 
restart, a Ricky Nicholls through- 
ball again found Fellows whose 
lighting strike was inches wide. 

It was clear that the Lockmen 
were up for the fight as they came 
out a very different side. 

Four minutes later, with United 
under pressure, substitute 
Williams intercepted a Sam 
Beasley back-pass and, from the 
edge of the box, he beat Henderson 
with a superb curling effort. 

The game became an-end-to-end 
affair with the visitors almost 
taking the lead when, on 65 
minutes, a Tobias Salmon through 
ball found Fellows. His shot, 
however, beat Henderson but also 
flashed past the post. 

The visitors were punished, two 
minutes later, when United’s 
Stretton brought the home fans to 
their feet with a thunderous strike 
which gave Flynn little chance. 

Now back in front, United 
pressed forward and Jones was 
unfortunate to see his close-range 
effort forced wide by Andre Calder 
following a good solo run from the 
halfway line. 

The game was put to bed, 13 
minutes from time, when a cross 
from the left - supplied by Adam 
Meacham - found its way into a 
packed Willenhall area, and the 
ball was scrambled home by Will 
Tibbetts. 

Second-from-bottom Willenhall 
refused to accept defeat but, ulti¬ 
mately, ran out of time as Cause¬ 
way celebrated a battling league 
victory. 


Payback time 
- £24m Bent 
makes instant 
impact at Villa 


CONFIDENCE is not a com¬ 
modity that is available for 
purchase - but the next best 
thing is a player of the quality 
of Darren Bent. 

Most of the focus has been on the 
hefty £24m price tag along with 
the ensuing war of words involv¬ 
ing Villa boss Gerard Houllier and 
Sunderland manager Steve Bruce 
that followed. 

Bent undoubtedly is a top-class 
goalscorer, but the significance and 
impact of his arrival has been so much 
more than he probably realises. 

Bent has given Aston Villa Football 
Club the kind of boost in confidence 
that even the millions of Manchester 
City owner Sheikh Mansour can’t buy. 

You could sense a fresh sense of opti¬ 
mism around Villa Park and some of 
those who stayed away for the match 
against Sunderland had been tempted 
back. 

It was as if those Villa fans inside the 
old ground had suddenly rediscovered 
their love for the game again. The 
Holte End had found its voice. 

Houllier also has his swagger back. 
The confidence of the conviction he had 
when he strode into that first press 
conference has returned. 

But most crucially of all, it has given 
the rest of the Villa squad a huge lift 
and all of sudden they are playing for 
the manager, for the fans and for each 
other. 

How different things were less than 
a month ago. 

Rewind to Villa’s 4-0 defeat by City 
at Eastlands at the end of December 
that saw them hit their lowest point of 
the campaign so far.

They were out-played, out-classed 
and out-muscled by a City side who 
looked every inch a team challenging 
for the title. 

The travelling Villa fans that day 
jeered their own manager, booed off 
the team and even the most optimistic 
observers were unable to find any pos¬ 
itives. Villa hit rock bottom on that 
miserable day in Manchester. 

However, they are now stronger for 
the experience and the contrast in this 
game was remarkable. 

Credit must be given to Houllier not 
just for pressing for the purchase of 
Bent but for naming a starting line-up 
packed full of attacking intent. 

It was a gamble on the Frenchman’s 
behalf - the temptation must have 
been to try and contain a City side 
packed full of world-class talent. But 
Houllier left nothing in the locker and 
accommodated all of his attacking 
players in a 4-4-1-1 formation with 
Bent leading the line. 

Friendship 

Bent’s arrival will also do much to 
persuade Ashley Young that his future 
remains with the claret and blues. 
Their friendship off the pitch was 
transferred to their link-up play on it 
and there is definitely chemistry 
between the two players which will 
hold Villa in good stead. With 18 
months left on his contract Young is 
reaching a crossroadsand must make a 
decision whether to stay at the club. 


But if Villa can resist offers in the 
remaining days of the transfer 
window, Young could yet put pen to 
paper on a new deal. 

But what of Bent’s performance on 
the pitch? Well, he did exactly the kind 
of thing that Villa have been crying out 
for since the end of last year and get in 
the right positions to put the ball in the 
net. 

The 26-year-old striker’s debut was 
actually relatively subdued but the 
calmness and predatory instincts he 
showed with the finish have been 
sorely lacking at Villa. 

In fact, the official statistics showed 
that Bent only touched the ball 27 
times during the whole 90 minutes, 
but it was one those touches which 
decided the destination of the points. 

When a match is so finely balanced 
it is often the team that takes the big 
chance under pressure that comes out 
on top. 

With Marc Albrighton, Stewart 
Downing, Gabby Agbonlahor and 
Young to provide the balls, you cannot 
help but feel Bent could even eclipse 
his goal totals of previous seasons at 
some stage in his Villa career. 

Houllier made three changes from 
the side that drew 1-1 with Birming¬ 
ham as new-boy Bent started in attack 
in place of John Carew after the 
Norway international joined Stoke on 
loan. 

Carlos Cuellar replaced Kyle 
Walker, who missed out with a slight 
back injury, while Young returned from 
suspension and ousted Nigel Reo- 
Coker in midfield. 

City looked dangerous from set- 
pieces in the early stages of the game 
but it was that man Bent who set the 
game alight with exactly kind of finish 


that prompted Houllier to splash the 
cash. 

Young was released by clever pass 
from Agbonlahor down the left and 
City goalkeeper Joe Hart parried his 
curling effort from the edge of the 
penalty area. But Bent was there in a 
flash and calmly caressed the ball into 
the net from close range to give Villa 
the lead in the 18th minute. 

Young almost set up Bent again in 
the 30th minute after he escaped the 
attentions of Villa old-boy Gareth 
Barry with a clever drop of the shoul¬ 
der but his through-ball was just taken 
off the toe of Bent by Kolo Toure. 

City almost levelled six minutes 
later when Jerome Boateng’s inch- 
perfect cross from the right was met by 
Barry but his glancing header just 
went past the post with Brad Friedel 
beaten. 

Acrobatic 

There was no let up in the tempo 
after the half-time interval and Friedel 
kept out a piledriver from Boateng at 
his near post in the 50th minute. 

The imposing James Collins bril¬ 
liantly blocked an acrobatic attempt 
from Carlos Tevez in the 78th minute 
and Nigel De Jong’s shot deflected off 
the sprawling Ciaran Clark and 
clipped the post eight minutes later. 

City piled on the pressure in the 
final 10 minutes and £27m Edin Dzeko 
should have done better with a header 
when David Silva crossed into the box. 

The Bosnian striker impressed with 
his all-round game but it was Bent who 
won the battle of the £51m forwards 
with the decisive strike to pay back the 
first installment of his transfer fee and 
reignite Villa’s season in the process.

I’m confident in 
the guys I have next to me 
and in front of me. 

“Was it bad defending? I 
know it’s 21 games without a 
clean sheet and that’s not 
good enough but I’m sure we 
will try to make that better.” 

Meanwhile, captain Chris 
Brunt warned Albion to 
avoid a repeat of their last 
Premier League relegation 
by ending the ‘hard-luck 
stories’. 

The Baggies midfielder 
admitted he was tired of 
reflecting on unlucky 
Premier League defeats 


after Di Matteo’s men again 
gifted Blackburn goals. 

“It wasn’t the worst per¬ 
formance but ultimately we 
got no points again and that’s 
been the story of our last six 
weeks,” he said. “Last week, 
the one time we didn’t play 
overly well (against Black¬ 
pool), we picked up three 
points. It’s getting a bit frus¬ 
trating. It’s sounding like 
two years ago all over again. 

“We shot ourselves in the 
foot just before half-time and 
that’s a poor time to concede. 

“It’s disappointing but 
we’ve got to move on now. It’s 
gone now and we have to look 
ahead to the game against 
Wigan. 

“We need to start picking 
up points fast and that is a 
good opportunity to do it. 

“It’s frustrating because 
we know how dangerous 
Blackburn are at set-pieces 
but we defended them pretty 
well, so it’s disappointing to 
give them a goal from a 
mistake and a pretty soft 
second goal.” 

Brunt played down the 
controversy over referee 
Mark Clattenburg’s failure 
to award Albion a penalty. 

Replays showed Peter 
Odemwingie was chopped 
down just inside the penalty 
area but Clattenburg gave 
Albion a free-kick just 
outside the box. 

“I did think at the time he 
had given a penalty but there 
weren’t too many complaints 
that he had given a free 
kick,” said Brunt. 

Albion were this week con- 
tinung their hunt for a new 
striker but reports claiming 
they are keen on Rangers 
striker James Beattie and 
Pierre Webo of Real Mallorca 
are wide of the mark.

Baggies pay for 
defensive woes 


BY the time they take the field 
again, Albion hope a fresh face 
will be leading their attack. 

But as the Hawthorns recruitment 
network pursued attacking rein¬ 
forcements, concerns over the 
Baggies’ ability at the opposite end of 
the field grew larger still on Sunday. 

Blackburn gobbled up the softest of 
goals to leave the Baggies with seven 
defeats in eight matches and without a 
clean sheet in 21 games. 

Roberto Di Matteo must know his side’s 
defending needs major surgery to avoid a 
tense end to the season - and potential 
heartbreak again. 

For much of an end-to-end match at 
Ewood Park, the Baggies held their own 
against one of the top-flight’s most estab¬ 
lished mid-ranking clubs. 

They could have scored goals and they 
might have had a penalty. Fortune did not 
smile on them. 

But they have trotted out hard-luck 
tales too many times since their flying 
start to the season began to falter in late 
autumn. And they left Lancashire 
knowing, for all the bad breaks that 
undermined their attempts to rattle 
Rovers, they had once again handed out 
too many gifts. 

Gabriel Tamas’own goal on the stroke of 
half-time was bizarre. David Hoilett’s 
strike two minutes after the restart was 
thunderous but it owed much to more 
sleepy defending. 

They left themselves once more with a 
mountain to climb. On another day they 
might have scaled it. But, as they have 
discovered on too many occasions in 
recent months, such climbs are hard. 

Albion almost had the dream start 
when James Morrison charged down an 
errant pass from Gael Givet and headed 
on to Peter Odemwingie, who connected 
cleanly with a difficult shot from 20 yards 
but was denied by Paul Robinson’s 
sprawling save after just 33 seconds. 

Blackburn applied some pressure but it 
was Albion who carried the greater early 
threat and Robinson had to redeem an 
error to keep the scoresheet blank. 

He was beaten to a loose ball by Paul 
Scharner but the keeper then stayed 



strong to turn Jerome Thomas’s cross¬ 
shot around the far post. Albion had to 
rely on Boaz Myhill to keep them on level 
terms just before the half-hour. 

A throw-in from the right was helped on 
by Roque Santa Cruz and it fell just inside 
the box for Martin Olsson, whose low shot 
was bundled away by the Baggies keeper. 

Tamas then had to be alert to block a 
dangerous cross from Martin Olsson 
before Chris Samba sent a powerful low 
drive just wide from 25 yards. 

Albion, however, were giving as good as 
they got and, after a good spell of posses¬ 
sion, they almost went ahead. 

Chris Brunt’s fine crossfield pass 
released Thomas, who cut inside a wrong¬ 
footed Michel Salgado but saw his shot 
deflect off Samba into the side-netting. 

They were behind four minutes from 
half-time, however, thanks to Tamas’s 
horrid moment of misfortune. 

David Dunn found space in the inside 
right channel and drifted a cross to the 
edge of the six-yard box, where the Albion 
defender rose above Nicola Kalinic and 
diverted the ball into the top corner. It 
could have been worse moments later 
when Dunn picked out Santa Cruz 10 
yards from goal but his shot was saved by 
the agile Myhill. 

Just before half-time there was a 
chance at the other end, where Chris 
Brunt’s excellent pass was perfect for the 
run of Scharner, whose low shot was 
diverted wide by the sliding Samba. 

That gave Albion hope for the second 
half but that bubble of optimism was 
punctured just two minutes after the 
restart. 

Kalinic was allowed to lay off a pass and 
Tamas stood off Hoilett as he side-stepped 
the Romanian and lashed an unstoppable 
shot into the roof of the net. 

There was a moment of promise for the
